All heads of major divisions 
of the city government who are 
now under the merit system 
would be subject to the spoils 
system again, under the “pack- 
age deal” charter amendment 


recommended by the alder- 
manic legislation committee, 
the Post-Dispatch learned to- 
day. 
These executives would in- 
clude the commissioners in 
charge of such important mu- 
nicipal functions as _ health, 
hospitals, smoke _ elimination, 
parks, traffic control, streets, 
sewers, refuse collection, water, 
building inspection and excise 
(liquor control). 

Under the committee’s pro- 
posal, these major jobs would 
be made subject to political 
patronage, in addition to thou- 
sands of jobs in the so-called 
“unskilled” merit system classi- 
fications. Also recommended 
for elimination from civil serv- 
ice would be a secretary for 
the director of each major city 
department, and all members 
of the citycounselor’s legal 
staff. 


Hoped to Make Trade. 


This recommended amend- 
ment was reported to the Board 
of Aldermen Friday by the 
legislation committee, as part of 
the proposed “package deal” by 
which a group of politicians 
hoped to trade passage of May- 
or Raymond R. Tucker’s char- 
ter freeholder bill for restora- 
tion of thousands of city jobs 
to the spoils system.

The top administrative posi- 
tions which were picked out for 
additional political patronage 
are key jobs in the )pperation of 
the city government, 

Supporters: of a Strong civil 
services i report that it 
is important that these admin- 
istrative heads also be under 
the merit system, because if 
they are outside of the system 
there can be no effective civil 
service protection for employes 
under them. 

The backers pointed out that 
it would be difficult to enforce 
civil service regulations if the 
top administrators are not pro- 
tected by the same system, or 
subject to the same disciplinary 
action for viclations. 

These top jobs which the 
politicians want to control are 
of equal importance to the fire 
chief, a position that the legisla- 
tion committee once considered 
removing from the merit sys- 
tem. 
the proposal involving the fire 
chief after several committee 
members voiced strong objec- 
tions to the plan. 


Training Required Now. 


Qualifications for the major 
city commissioners and division 
heads are extremely high under 
the merit system, requiring that 
applicants for these positions 
have special training and expe- 
rience. If these officials were 
removed from civil service, their 
jobs could be filled by “party 
hacks” lacking adequate quailifi- 
cations, it was pointed out. 

Meanwhile, the Post-Dis- 
patch learned there is grow- 
ing resentment against the 
proposed “package deal” 
among rank-and-file Demo- 
cratic politicians, who were 
not consulted on the scheme. 

Some party leaders, who 
are in sympathy with objec- 
tives of the “patronage grab” 
amendment recommended by 
the legislation committee, ex-

Acquitted of Man- 
slaughter Charge in 


‘Explosion at Wilson- 
Keith Plant. 


Miscal L. Fierke, a chemist 
employed by Universal Match 
Corp., was acquitted by a jury 
in the court of Circuit Judge 
Francis E, Williams last night 
of a manslaughter charge grow- 
ing out of an explosion at Wil- 
son-Keith & Co, pharmaceutical 
plant, 4140 Chippewa street, 
June 10, 1954. 

Six persons lost their lives 
and 38 were injured as a re- 
| sult of the explosion, The pros- 


| 


| ecution contended that Fierke 
_had been negligent in failing to 
| tell Wilson-Keith that a chem- 
teat it was handling for Uni- 
| versal was explosive, and in 
failing to see that necessary 
precautions.were taken, 

The jury of 10 men and two 
women deliberated about five 
hours before bringing in its 
verdict at 11:15 p.m, The trial 
began Nov. 28, and testimony 


took 16 days, There were 26 
witnesses for the defense and 
15 for the state. 

Fierke, 48 years old, was 
charged specifically in connec- 
tion with the death of Manuel 
Silverman, one of the six vic- 
tims. Wilson-Keith was pro- 
cessing a chemical material for 
which Universal had a contract 
with the Army Chemical Cops. 
The material was for use in 
military flame throwers. 

Fierke testified the chemical 
mixture would burn but would 
not, to his knowledge, explode. 
| It consisted of a Universal 
Match formula containing po- 
tassium perchlorate, aluminum, 
sulphur and amorphous boron. 

Mortimer <A. Rosecan, de- 
fense counsel, had offered evi- 
dence indicating that an initial 
dust explosion, occurring about 
five seconds before the one in- 
volving the flame thrower ma- 
terial, had occurred in metal 
ductwork of the plant. This 
was-said to have resulted from 
ignition of dust from process- 
ing of aspirin and cornstarch, 

There was then a second dust 
explosion, the defense contend- 
ed, which involved the Univer- 
sal Match mixture. The latter, 
it was held, could not explode 


except under the rare set of 
circumstances brought about by 
the initial blast.

On U.S. Route 20, between Chi- 
cago and Rockford, Ill., a four-lane 
highway tapers to two lanes and 
the Highway Department has painted 
white ribbon lines on the outer bor- 
der of both sides of the pavement 
which gleam at night and make a 
motorist surer of his driving. 

One hour after the first sleet of 
the season fell on State Route 133, 
north of Effingham, maintenance 
men were out pouring salt on the 
ice. We noted with satisfaction that 
in a distance of more than 100 miles 
not a single car had slid off.the road. 

On U.S. 66, the greater part of 
which is now four-lane, a transport 
ahead of us for no apparent reason 
drove off the road into a ditch. Won- 
der how many accidents are caused 
by people falling asleep? 

The curbs they built years ago 
along the edges of the pavement are 
serious hazards. They were built as 
gutters to control the rainfall and 
prevent erosion, but if one hits them 
at a severe angle they can hurl you 
into the path of an oncoming Car. 

Instinct tells you that ahead 
should be a stop sign but one can't 
see it—in front of the sign is a ve- 
hicle parked in such a way as to ob- 
scure the sign. Perhaps the signs 
should be doubled; one at eye level 
and another superimposed to clear 
any parked vehicle. 

Ahead of us is an accident. An 
auto is pitched on its side and two 
passengers apparently unhurt crawl 
out of the car. A third passenger is 
hurt and he is locked in helpless. We 
hope fire won't break out until we 
can turn the car back on its four 
wheels. The victim is helped out 
and he lies prostrate on the cold 
ground. By now a crowd has gath- 
ered and from the crowd a lady 
walks up to lay her fine coat over 
the victim—a Negro. The lady shiv- 
ers in the cold and returns to her 
car unconcerned about her wrap.

The Issue Is Drawn 


We are glad that City Treasurer John J. 
Dwyer has made the charter issue so clear. 
Speaking, no doubt, for all the party politicians 
who have been blocking Mayor Tucker’s request 
for an election of freeholders to study charter 
revision, the chairman of the Democratic City 
Committee reduces the issue to ‘unvarnished 
simplicity: 

Political spoils vs. civil service. 

Mr. Dwyer believes in political spoils. That 
is why he and Democratic aldermanic leaders 
favor amending the charter instead of letting 
freeholders propose a thorough going revision. 
That is why he and they are especially interested 
in an amendment delivering 2500 unskilled city 
jobs into their hands — a suggestion which 
Mayor Tucker has promptly shot full of richly 
deserved holes. 

Mr. Dwyer and his aldermanic friends do not 
believe in the merit system. That is why they 
hesitate to allow the people to elect freeholders 
who might, just possibly, come out for strength- 
ening instead of undermining the civil service 
system.

Mr. Dwyer says the spoils system is more 
efficient and more economical than the merit 
system. Will Mr. Dwyer prove it? Will he 
explain away the long experience of this city 
and other cities with the spoils system—a bitter 
experience which led this and other cities to 
decide that the costly waste of farming out 
municipal employment to political machines 
had to be stopped? 

Mr. Dwyer says city employes will work 
harder, be more polite, and give better service 
when their jobs depend on a party overlord’s 
favor than when they have assurance of dis- 
missal only for cause. It may be that politically 
appointed city employes will work hard on 
occasion, especially on the eve of an election. 
But they will work hard for the party boss and 
the party machine—not for the public which 
pays their salaries. 

Mr. Dwyer shows a touching tenderness for 
the Republican party. It is weak in St. Louis, 
he says, because of the lack of patronage at 
City Hall. Well, the corollary of Republican 
weakness is Democratic strength. Will .Mr. 
Dwyer explain why the Democratic party in 
St. Louis waxes so strong on the same thin 
patronage diet which allegedly starves the 
Republicans? 

There is no need to be starry-eyed about the 
merit system. Admittedly it has its faults. But 
the shortcomings of civil service do not begin 
to compare with the boodle, corruption, waste 
and inefficiency that flow from an entrenched 
spoils system in city government. If Mr. Dwyer 
has any doubts about how the people feel on 


this question, after having fought it out for 
100 years, let him submit it to a vote.

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A Source of Opposition 

Illinois state officials are beginning to get 
worried about the delay in the sale of the 
$415,000,000 state toll road bond issue. Attorney 
General Castle says that delaying suits could 
go on forever and that they might cause the 
arrangement for the sale of the bonds to 
collapse. 

If this should happen, so Illinois’s chief legal 
offiter goes on to say, the state would look into 
the possibility of filing damage suits against 
those who brought suit against the toll road 
financing program. The latest suit, which 
caused the sale of the huge bond issue to be 
postponed beyond the Dec. 20 scheduled sale 
date, is “‘without merit,” in Mr. Castle’s opinion. 

The merits of these various suits are not to 
be determined by laymen. They are for the 
courts to pass on, Legal arguments aside, they 
represent in large part at least a belated public 
reaction to the highly dubious methods of the 
Stratton administration’s Toll Road Commis- 
sion, headed by Evan Howell, who recently an- 
nounced under fire that he would resign. 

Had the Illinois Toll Road Commission con- 
ducted its public business in public, had it not 
engaged in so many questionable procedures, 
its financing arrangements would not be meet- 
ing with so much opposition from Illinois tax- 
payers now.

Undemocratic Counting of Votes 

The proportional representation and multi- 
party systems of European democracies general- 
ly are disconcerting to Americans. Yet we admit 
that ours is not the only way of getting things 
done. Impossible to accept, however, are the 
various devices tried in post-war Europe to in- 
sure the dominance of one political party or 
grouping. 

An example is the now repudiated Italian elec- 
tion law under which a party winning 51 per 
cent of the parliamentary seats was automatical- 
ly given a bonus insuring it of 65 per cent of 
the membership. Another is the 1951 French 
electoral law with its winner-take-all feature and 
the voting for slates of candidates rather than 
individuals. 

Now Chancellor Adenauer’s Christian Demo- 
crats are proposing to include a device of this 
kind in their proposed electoral reforms in the 
West German Federal Republic. Half of the 
Bundestag representatives now are elected di- 
rectly, the other half on a proportional basis. Dr. 
Adenauer’s party wants to elect 60 per cent 
directly and only 40 per cent proportionately. 
No great objection can be raised against this if 
it is acceptable to the German people. But there 
is also a gimmick. 

Under the CD plan, all votes—not merely 40 
per cent of them—would be counted in deter- 
mining the proportional winners. In other 
words, 60 per cent of all votes would be counted 
twice. This would make it difficult for the

Devices of this sort simply are not democratic. 
Voters fresent them. The West German poli- 
ticians 4would do well to remember that the 
Italian scheme proved a boomerang for De Gas- 
peri. Anid intricate as the process may be, for- 
mer Premier Mendes-Frante may become the 
beneficiary of the law he sought to reform. 
Voters have a way of using an unfair system to 
elect thease who advocate fair representation. 
Bonn certainly should hesitate to involve its 
politics in such resentments.

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For a Missourian 

A sourkd case is made by the president of 
the Bar ‘Association of St. Louis, T. Hartley 
Pollock, for the appointment of a Missourian 
to succeed the late Judge John Caskie Collet 
on the sewen-state United States Court of Ap- 
peals which sits at St. Louis. 

In his fetter to President Eisenhower, Mr. 
Pollock points out that more than a third of all 
the cases heard by this Federal Court of Ap- 
peals originate in Missouri and that more than 
a fifth of! the cases come from the St. Louis 
district alone. 

The appeals bench needs a judge experienced 
in Missouri law and practice because in many 
matters state legal customs and practices pre- 
vail on appeal in federal courts. Thus it is no 
narrow pomt of geography or state pride. 

When Nebraska has two judges on this Court 
of Appeals: and North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Iowa and Minnesota one each, it is not too 
much to propose that the President and Attor- 
ney General Brownell find an able, outstanding 
Missourian ‘who can represent the legal tra- 
ditions and ,experience of the most populous 
state in the} circuit. 

It is to be hoped that the Bar Association 
president’s letter will stir the Eisenhower ad- 
visers in Missouri to activity on this line.

Who Broke the Deadlocks 


‘The two great accomplishments of the United 
Nations General Assembly session just ended 
were the breaking of two big-power deadlocks 
—on the admission new members, and on 
the election of an eleventh member to the Se- 
It is significant and encouraging 
that both were broken, as now appears, by per- 
sistent and timely efforts of powers ordinarily 
not classed as big. 

According to Assembly President Jose Maza, 
the compromise which enabled 16 new members 
to be admitted became possible when India’s 
Prime Minister Nehru, on the plea of his Am- 
bassador Krishna Menon, persuaded Soviet 
Premier Bulganin and Communist Secretary 
Khrushchev to accept what the Russian delega- 
tion had previously turned down. 

The election of Yugoslavia to the Security 
Council, on the understanding that Yugoslavia 
will resign a year hence and the Philippines 
will serve the second year of the term, was 
worked out by President Maza himself. He 
represents Chile. His “lottery deal’’—so-called 
because Yugoslavia won the first half of the 
term by lot—has elicited a certain amount of 
spurious moral indignation in this country. 

All that really needs be said is that the 
people who get most indignant are generally 
people like Senator Jenner of Indiana. When 
such enemies of the whole U.N. idea rail at a 
compromise which was no more morally repre- 
hensible than thousands of compromises reached 
in legislative bodies the world over every day 
of the year, look out. 

The big point is that two major points of 
friction between the Soviet bloc and the West 
have been removed by the successful interven- 
tion of “small” or “medium” powers. That is 
something that Will benefit the U.N. and all its 
members of all sizes in the long run.

The City’s New Flight Plan 

The Municipal Airport Commission's tentative 
plan to expand Lambert- St. Louis.Field and to 
develop a second airport is based on a realistic 
view of the area’s aviation development. 

At Lambert Field the commission proposes 
a $3,900,000 expansion of land and runways and 
an addition to the fine new terminal building. 
A self-liquidating revenue bond issue plus ex- 
pected federal aid would help to make Lambert 
one of the finest major airports in the nation. 

But as aviation progresses one major airport 
will certainly not be enough. Lambert already 
is crowded and the Navy and Air National 
Guard want long-term leases there. St. Louis 
desires to keep these essential military activities 
but there is a question as to whether they 
should be kept at a primary commercial airport. 

Hence the Airport Commission also proposes 
a second airport to cost $7,500,000, with federal 
aid a possibility, This new field would provide 
room for enlarged naval and guard bases. It 
would also be capable of handling the largest 
airliners and jet planes, thus providing auxiliary 
commercial service. 

With this proposal the commission abandons 
plans to use the 4000-acre Columbia Bottoms 
site for aviation. A second airport ideally 
should be located closer to the center of the 
metropolitan area, whereas Columbia Bottoms 
may still be used for industrial development. 
The principal consideration in selling the Bot- 
toms now is a fair price, for the Jand cost the 
city about $1,250,000. 

Sale of the Bottoms ought to give St. Louis a 
financial reserve for proceeding with the new 
airport plan. The city has been toying with the 
idea of a second airport for a decade now. The 
next decade of flight will demand one.

Since every member of the United 
Naticns is eligible to UNESCO, and 
since some Satellites of the U.S.S.R. be- 
came members, Communists partici- 
pated and still participate in the or- 
ganization’s procedures, as they do in 
the United Nations. Despite _ this, 
UNESCO passed through the crises of 
its formative years and began to take 
shape as a helpful instrument of free- 
world thought. 

For several years the national organi- 
zation of the American Legion re- 
mained blissfully unaware of the dire 
threat to our faiths, our loyalties and 
our national existence that UNESCO 
posed—as later claimed. American par- 
ticipation in UNESCO had been author- 
ized by House Resolution 215, intro- 
duced by (then) Representative Karl E. 
Mundt (Rep.), South Dakota, and passed 
May 22, 1945, and by Senate Resolution 
122, introduced jointly by the late Sena- 
tor Robert A. Taft (Rep.), Ohio, and 
Senator William J. Fulbright (Dem.), 
Arkansas, and passed May 25, 1945. 

On July 30, 1946, a joint resolution 
providing for membership in UNESCO, 
and authorizing an appropriation there- 
for, was approved by a vote of 264 to 
41 in the House and without dissent in 
the Senate (P. L. 565, 79th Congress, 
2nd Session). Prior to that action the 
Congress had considered the basic 
statute of UNESCO, which declares: 

Since wars begin in the minds of 
men, it is in the minds of men that the 
defenses of peace must be constructed. 


Fear of ‘World Citizenship’ 


Be that as it may, many good citizens 
harber what has been called “a sneak- 
ing uneasiness about UNESCO.” This 
uneasiness may be compounded of fear 
of Communism, hatred of atheism and 
lurking suspicion that such internation- 
al co-operation as is envisaged in 
UNESCO may lead to a de-emphasis of 
national loyalty and to an over-empha- 
sis of “‘world citizenship.” 

The national organization of the 
American Legion took no action in op- 
position to UNESCO until May, 1953, 
when, meeting at Indianapolis, the Na- 
tional Executive Committee passed a 
resolution deploring ‘“‘the use of materi- 
als furnished by the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cultural Or- 
ganization for the use in our public 
schools.” 

Some of the language of the resolu- 
tion may be traced back directly to the 
October, 1951 Letter No. 13 of the 
American Flag Committee. This letter 
characterized UNESCO as a subversive 
organization and urged its readers, in 
order to know UNESCO’s subversive 
purposes, to buy copies of No. V of a 
series of pamphlets entitled ‘“‘Towards 
World Understanding.” 


‘Statement Is a Distortion’ 


This series had indeed been pub- 
lished by UNESCO, but the badly of- 
fending No. V was issued with a dis- 
claimer that the views expressed in it 
were “not, of course, the official views 
of UNESCO.” 

The series Kad been included in a 
study of UNESCO undertaken by a 
Special Committee of the American 
Legion, begun and continued under au- 
thority of national commanders and the 
1953 and 1954 national conventions. 
This study had been in progress for a 
period of eighteen months. It was ex- 
haustive in nature, examining hundreds 
of documents dealing with or issued by 
UNESCO. It made a thorough study of 
numerous reports of hearings pertain- 
ing to UNESCO held by congressional 
committees. 


Representative A. §S. J. Carnahan 


(Dem.), Missouri, characterized Letter 
No. 13 (extension of remarks, Congres- 
sional Record, April 1, 1952) as follows: 

“The entire statement is a willful dis- 


tortion, It bases its case on false inter- 
pretations. It twists quotations out of 
context in attempting to support its 
claims,” 

The Legion’s Special Committee in 
its study checked the sales and distri- 
bution of Volume No. V, It found that 
until the American Flag Committee is- 
sued its clarion call hardly more than 
400 copies had been sold in this coun- 
try. 

No evidence was found that UNESCO 
or the United States National Commis- 
sion for UNESCO had ever placed or 
sought to place any publications of any 
kind in the schools of the United States. 

The American Legion Special Com- 
mittee investigated every charge ever 
publicly made against UNESCO in the 
United States. It scrutinized the mem- 
bership of the United States National 
Commission. . 


What the Committee Reported 


The report of the committee said: 


1. That UNESCO is not favorable 
toward world government; that the pro- 
grams and functions of UNESCO are 
not such as to tend toward world gov- 
ernment: that the United States Na- 
tional Commission for UNESCO, indi- 
vidually and as a group, are strongly 
opposed to world government; 

2. That UNESCO is not atheistic, and 


3. That UNESCO is in no sense or 
degree Communistic. 

The report was. referred to the stand- 
ing Foreign Relations Commission for 
report at the 1955 national convention. 

On Sunday, Oct. 9, the convention's 
Americanism Committee and the For- 
eign Relations Committee and the joint 
subcommittee gave proponents and op- 
ponents of the Special Committee re- 
port and of UNESCO itself and oppor- 
tunity to be heard, 


Much Good Done by UNESCO 


Anti-Unescans had done a thorough 
job of organization prior to the opening 
of the convention, through many previ- 
ous months. They were at work in every 
department of the American Legion un- 
der co-ordinated direction. The result 
was a foregone conclusion. No member 
of the Special Committee expected that 
the report would be approved. It was the 
report of a study committee which won 
an overwhelming (100 to 1) favorable 
editorial response throughout the coun- 
try, and which may be of continuing 
service to those who seek to know the 
truth about UNESCO. 

Msgr. Thomas J. McMahon of New 
York City represented the Vatican in 
1953-54 at the U.N. Economic and So- 
cial Council. For years in the Near East 
he co-operated with and received the 
co-operation of U.N. relief agencies and 
UNESCO in setting up educational fa- 
cilities for Palestinian refugee children, 
Catholics, Protestants and Moslems 
alike. 

The writer appreciates Monsignor 
McMahon's note to him, urging him to 
persevere. “Keep fighting on,” he wrote. 
“While every human organization has 
its imperfections, much good has been 
and is being accomplished through 
UNESCO.”

Between Book Ends 


Optimism on Russia 
VISIONS RISE AND CHANGE, by 
Paasen. (Dial, 400 pgs., $3.95.) 

Pierre Van Paasen, Unitarian minis- 
ter and journalist, is something of an 
enigma. 

He writes easily and well but is hard 
to understand. Although in public life, 
he is often naive, politically unrealistic. 
His optimism tends to accept possibili- 
ties for actualities. He often expresses 
purely subjective feelings yet comes 
close to the truth, or at least shares 
the beliefs and hopes of others. Essen- 
tially a moralist with a touch of mys- 
ticism, Van Paasen may misinterpret 
day-to-day events but has a surer in- 
Stinct for the timeless and eternal. And, 
whether one agrees with him, he brings 
out fundamental issues, 

In short, Van Paasen at his best is a 
great writer, but not always a reliable 
guide. 


In this, his tenth book, the author 
re-examines religion in Russia. Despite 
his methods, he may have correctly in- 
terpreted the religious yearns of the 
Russian. His estimate that there is a 
swing to religion 
in Russia probably 
is correct, though 
his facts are un- 
documented and 
apparently un- 
checked. He seems 
unduly optimistic, 
and some will say 
he white - washes 
the Russian Ortho- 
dox Church of col- 
laboration with the

Kremlin. Yet, he 
describes Soviet 
religious persecu- 


tions in detail, says 
the present “soft” 
religious policy of the Kremlin must 
be judged on deeds, that much depends 
on the real attitude of the Soviet rulers. 
The U.S.S.R.’s greatest gains have come 
not through force but by subversion 
and diplomatic negotiation. 


Russia’s atheistic leaders, the author 
believes, realize it is to their best in- 
terest to ease their harsh treatment of 
religions. It fits in with their policy 
of ‘‘co-existence.” Also, the regime has 
wiped out all open opposition but must 
make concessions to the Russian peo- 
ple, who have been driven hard in the 
pursuit of material gains that have not 
materialized (though it is pointed out 
the standard of living in Russia could 
rise appreciably). 

Van Paasen tells of his experiences, 
as a young man, among peoples of Rus- 
sian extraction. Also included are his- 
tory, legend, theology, the Orthodox 
Liturgy and personal opinions and spec- 
ulations, such as that Stalin died five 
months before his death was an- 
nounced. The many observations from 
the writer’s several extensive trips 
through Russia are marred by switch- 
ing time sequences. Reported are his 
interviews with the late Sergei, leader 
of the Orthodox church, and Emilian 
Yarovslavsky, head of the Society of 
the Godless. 

As have others, the author points out 
the Messianic character of Communism 
and other Biblical parallels, and the 
Russian church's failure to put its 
house in order. He correctly assesses 
the post-Stalin leadership as a return 
to Leninism but errs in attributing 
generous humanitarian motives. to 
Lenin. In discussing the considerable 
role of the Orthodox church in Rus- 
sia’s World War II effort, Van Paasen 
confuses nationalism and patriotism 


with religion,

AVIATION SOQETY 
BACKS NEW AIRPORT 


Supports Sale of Columbia 
Bottoms but Urges Air 
Strip There. 


A strong indorsement of the 
proposal by the Municipal Air- 
port Commission for a second 
major airport in the St. Louis 


area was given last night by 
the Greater St. Louis Chapter 
of the National Aeronautics As- 
sociation. 


In a telegram to Director of 
Public Utilities Conway  B. 
Briscoe, who is also chairman of 
the Airport Commission, the as- 
sociation recalled that it had 
long urged a second airport and 
it congratulated the commission 
on its proposal. 

The telegram said many bene- 
fits would come from selling 
the city’s 4000-acre site at Col- 
umbia Bottoms which had been 
bought in 1948 for such a sec- 
ond airport. The sale had been 
recommended by the commis- 
sion, provided proceeds of the 
sale were restricted to airport 
purposes. 

Pooling of Funds. 

“A pooling of these funds 
with those of the Navy and Air 
National Guard would permit 
development of an_ airport 
which would assure the Services 
of the long-term contracts 
which they. feel are necessary,” 
the telegram continued. The 
commission’s proposal for a 
second airport would make pos- 
sible the eventual elimination 
of military and test flying at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field. 

Such a second airport for 
use by the military and others 
would permit better reserve 
training, increased air safety 
and provide room at Lambert 
to solicit additional air services 
and facilities, the telegram said. 

However, the chapter said, 
no sale of Columbia Bottoms 
should be.made unless a site 
equally suitable to meet airport 
requirements is made available 
and the funds derived from the 
sale of Columbia Bottoms ear- 
marked for their use. Because 
industries are locating where 
adequate air service and facil- 
ities are available, the chapter 
recommended that an air strip 
be maintained in the Columbia 
Bottoms area. 

Reserve Activities. 

“We feel strongly that the 
reserve flying activities add 
materially to our community 
and to the defense of our na- 
tion and should not be inter- 
rupted. Close co-operation on 
this matter will result in de- 
velopment of a facility to better 
serve our air needs at this time 
and permit us to enjoy the full 
benefits and safety of the air 
future at a minimum cost.” 


ILLINOIS ORDERS END 
OF RAIL SEGREGATION 


State Commerce Commis- 
sion Notifies Carriers of 
Passengers. 


SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Dec. 22 
(AP) — The Illinois Commerce 
Commission yesterday ordered 
that all common carriers of pas- 
sengers within the state “cease 
and desist” immediately from 
any form of segregation. 

The statement said it has 
come to the attention of the 
commission that various car- 
riers operating within Illinois 
“are practicing segregation” in 
the transportation of passengers, 
contrary to provisions of the 
statutes and the Public Utilities 
Act. 

The Interstate Commerce 
Commission recently issued a 
similar order applying to inter- 
state operations, effective next 
Jan. 10, 

The Interstate Commerce 
Commission recently directed 
12 railroads and a bus company 
to cease segregation. 

A number of informal com- 
plaints about segregation have 
been received from various 
parts of the state, said George 
R. Perrine, Illinois commission 
chairman. 

“No action has been taken on 
these pending the Interstate 
Commerce Commission’s deci- 
sion,” he said. 

An Illinois Commission spokes- 


that segregation had been com- 
mon on one railroad and several 
bus lines, especially on carriers 
due to cross state lines, but 
sometimes on carriers on intra- 


state lines.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP) 
~-Three scientists with adven- 
turous backgrounds yesterday re- 
ceived major appointments for 
the United States’ part in the 
international Geophysical Year 
(IGY) program, 

That’s the 1957-58 program in 
which the United States will 
join 41 other nations, including 
Russia, for the most compre- 
hensive study yet of the earth, 
its oceans and the atmosphere 
above it. 

Named to key posts for the 
American effort were: 

1. Dr. Edward O. Hulburt, re- 
tiring director of research at 
the Naval Research Laboratory. 
He has been named senior scien- 
tist for the United States Na- 
tional Committee for the IGY. 
As such, he will co-ordinate all 
scientific programs of the 
American effort and will relate 
them to projects of other na- 
tions. 

' Led U.S. Expeditions. 

Hulburt, an expert in various 
fields of geophysical research, 
led the American solar eclipse 
expeditions to the Sudan in 
1952 and to Sweden in 1954 and 
Was a member of the solar 
eclipse exepeditions to Brazil in 
1940 and 1947. 

2. Dr. Harry Wexler, director 
of meteorological research for 
the United States Weather Bu- 
reau. He was appointed chief 
scientist for the United States 
IGY program in the Antarctic, 
where studies will be made at 
five American bases, on a series 
of over-snow traverses, and 
from ships and aircraft during 
the two-year period. 

Wexler, in September 1944, 
was one of the first two men 
ever to penetrate an Atlantic 
hurricane by aircraft. 

Ice Island Base Founder. 

3. A. P, Crary, a research sci- 
entist at the Air Force Cam- 
bridge Research Center, who 
has been named chief scientist 
in charge of the glaciology 
phases of the Antarctic program 
and deputy to Dr. Wexler in the 
overall scientific program in 
the Antarctic. 

Crary, who has spent most of 
the past four years in the Arc- 
tic, helped establish in 1952 the | 
first weather station base on | 
“T-3"—an ice island then float- | 
ing only 70 miles from the | 
North Pole.

Judge Jean S. Breitenstein 
allowed the bulky union officer, 
who wears a patch over an eye 
lost in a labor skirmish, to re- 
main free on $10,000 bond. 

Counts in the indictment 
charged that: 

1. Travis executed a false 
non-Communist affidavit on 
Dec. 19, 1951, in that he was 
then a member of the Com- 
munist party. 

2. On the same date he was 
affiliated with the Commu- 
nist party, performing party 
functions, yet specified to the 
contrary in the affidavit. 

3. Travis executed a second 
false non-Communist affi- 
davit om Dec. 3, 1952, when 
still a member of the Com- 
munist party. 

4. On this date he still was 
an affiliate of the Communist 
party, and again specified to 
the contrary in the affidavit.

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HOLIDAY GREETINGS 
BEYONDIRON CURTAIN 


Messages of American Rel- 
atives to Be Broadcast to 
Hungarian Villagers. 


The New York Herald Tribune- Post-Dispatch

NEW YORK, Dec. 22—The 
Iron Curtain will lift a little 
next Monday when Christmas 
messages are broadcast to vil- 
lagers in Hungary from their 
relatives in the United States. 

For the past few weeks Tibor 
Florian, Hungarian poet, has 
traveled with his tape recorders 
to towns in the eastern United 
States, gathering messages in 
Hungarian homes. 

The day after Christmas these 
greetings will be beamed by Ra- 
dio Free Europe to people in 
Hungary who have already been 
alerted to tune them in. 

In the recorded messages, in- 
dividuals in Hungary are identi- 
fied by catchwords and nick- 
names known only to the fam- 
flies or persons addressed. For 
instance, “Godchild of Uncle 
Sam” to “Red Forest,” or “This 
Is My Birthday” to “Evangelical 
Forest.” Names of small towns 
and villages are never given, 
though the counties and large 
cities are called by name. 

Florian said that if the letters 
received from Hungarians are 
an indication, whole villages of 
people will be gathered around 
their radios Monday, hoping to 
hear the voices of their absent 
loved-ones. Letters refer to the 
program in gwarded language. 
Though it is not illegal to listen 
to Radio Free Europe in the 
satellites, it is unlawful to lis- 
ten in groups or to disseminate 
information from the programs, 
he said. 

Other Radio Free Europe 
broadcasts to Czechoslovakia 
and Poland also will have pro- 
grams of Christmas greetings.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP) 
—The Weather Bureau is plan- 
ning to use dry ice seeding next 
year in an effort to change the 
path of at least one hurricane. 

The experimental idea was 
outlined to the Washington 
Meteorological Society last night 
by Robert Simpson, who heads 
a new, special hurricane study | 
group set up to learn more 
about how the big windstorms 
develop and move. 

If it works, the experiment 
could steer the hurricane away | 
from a populated area, or per- 
haps keep it entirely away from 
land. 

Simpson said the study group | 
has one possible method in 
mind, based on a close study of | 
energy exchanges and _ wind 
movements in a hurricane. | 

Seeding clouds with dry ice 
has been uged in some rain- 
making expeniments. As applied 
to hurricanes, the idea is to! 
set off a freezing reaction in 
hurricane 
winds. The release of heat as | 
the moisture freezes, it is hoped, 


| will upset the pattern of energy

To date, Simpson said, studies 
indicate that a moving hurri- 
cane sometimes carries with it | 
large amounts of liquid water, 
as distinguished from ice parti- 
cles. 

They indicate also, he said, 
that the conformation of winds 
around a moving hurricane 
changes in such a way that it 
may be possible to seed this at-

He 
was advised to drop it, rather 
than have the Friday night 
fights telecast from any other 
place than Madison Square 
Garden. That program was 
built up by telecasting from 
New York, Madison Square 
Garden, and no other place 
would fit it.” 

So it might be in the near 

ture that only the Wednes- 
ay night fights will be on 
the air. Those are: telecast 
by KTVI, channel 36 here. 

Television officials said 
they wouldn’t be surprised if 
the boxing programs were 
dropped because they have 
been losing their standing in 
the ratings. 

Boxing men who were here 
for the program at The Arena 
hailed the news as good for 
boxing. 

“Now we'll get back to pro- 
moting boxing as it should be 
promoted,” one of them said. 
“There'll be no more of this 
business of paying no atten- 
tion to attendance because 
television receipts pay the 
bill. 

“Also it will permit small 
clubs all over the country to 
get back into business and 
more boxers will be devel- 


ped. 

“If that happens, television 
sponsors, of course, will try 
to get back onto the band- 
wagon and if we let them do 
so, it will be for a greater 
price than they have paid in 
the past.” 

Guild May Quit. 

HERE were others, how- 
T ever, who thought that 

the Boxing Managers’ 
Guild should, and would, quit 
business and permit the tele- 
vision programs to go on. 

“After all, the New York 
Commission did not tell those 
managers that they would be 
suspended,” one boxing man 
said. “Julius Helfand merely 
told them that if they did not 
quit the Guild they would be 
penalized. 

“You can’t fight a govern- 
ment, so if the Commission 
wants the Guild disbanded 
that’s what will have to be 
done. All this talk of fight- 
ing the commission and of 
moving the fights out of New 
York City is just so much 
nonsense.” 

Whatever the outcome of 
the dispute, boxing itself has 
been hurt immeasurably. 
Public confidence has been 
undermined, boxers and their 
managers have been injured. 

Men associated with boxing 
know this and are anxious 
that some action be taken 
which will straighten out the 
whole affair before it is too 
late. 

Federal investigation has 
been talked about. And Bill 
Daly, an officer of the Guild, 
said on a recent visit here 
that he would be in favor of 
that. 

“1,. for one, would wel- 
come an investigation of the 
actions of the Boxing Man- 
agers’ Guild by the Federal 
Government,” he said. “We 
have nothing to hide, so let 
it come.” 

A control of boxing on a 
national scale probably would 
be the proper solution, but 
it should be done by those 
in the business, as is done 
in baseball, rather than by 
politicians. 

Baseball is under the con- 
trol of the various state laws, 
of course, but the business 
of baseball is conducted by 
baseball men with Ford Frick 
as Commissioner. 

It would be well for box- 
ing if a man of the stature 
of Jack Dempsey or Gene 
Tunney would be national 
commissioner. But those in 
boxing feel that this is too 
much to hope for, as thev 
don't think either man would 
take over the task of organ- 
izing boxing on a national 
scale. 

In the new year, however, 
there probably will be a 
great change in the conduct 
of boxing and those in it 
hope it will be for the bet- 
ter.

Country Christmas 
Is a Joyful Tradition |

HERE is one custom which I feel sure will survive 

‘for as long as family farming remains part of the 

American scene—and this is the tradition of the 
country Christmas. It is a joyful and festive occasion, 
almost always 
marked by an in- 
gathering. of the 
clan. For even 
though farm families 
scatter more widely 
across our continent 
than they did a gen- 
eration or two ago, 
it is often easier to 
travel 100 or even 
1000 miles now than 
it was a dozen or two 
in the old days. The 
automobile and mod- 
ern highway — and 
the even more mod- 
ern airways — have 


seen to that. 
= , It also. seems to 
mien, Owe me that in the coun- 


try we retain more 
of the old-time and 
true spirit of Christ- 

mas. Perhaps we are at least slightly less subjected 
_ to the terrific pressures of buying and selling which 
- have, in the city, turned this most sacred of holidays 
: into the commercial high spot of the year. The old 
f° carols are as beautiful and appealing as ever—"It 
4 Came Upon a Midnight Clear” and “O Little Town 
&. of Bethlehem.” Yet there is no denying they lose all 
a significance when used as a sales pitch to change the 

old philosophy of Christian giving into the modern 
% one of Christmas getting.

I LIKE TO THINK BACK at this season to the 
rural heritage of the farm families of our great nation; 
= to see how much we have retained of the concepts 
s° of such founding fathers as Thomas Jefferson — and 
* how much we have outgrown and abandoned. Cer- 
i tainly we would still consider farming as one of 
* man’s fundamental employments and a good and nat- 
® ural way of life—although we would no longer look 
‘ upon all. other economic activity as secondary and 

inferior to it. I doubt that we believe country living

ae 


%;. to be essentially good just because it is country living; 
« nor upon life in town as necessarily bad, simply be- 
cause it is not the life led by our pioneering fore- 
i fathers. 
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The distance separating city and country is 
not nearly so great as it was even a generation ago; 
either kind of living can be good or bad, depending 
on what we make of it. 
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CERTAIN QUALITIES of our rural heritage re- 
main, however, and these seem to me to be all to the 
= good. Farming can still achieve a degree of inde- 
: pendence, both economic and political, which it is 


difficult to develop in the city. There is also a 
sense of interdependence, especially in a community 
of good family farms; a sharing and a neighborliness 
which is expressed in some way during almost every 
day of the farm year. Most of all, it seems to me 
that we still have a deep and abiding faith in the 
family farm—and the farm family—as vitally im- 
3 portant units in the democratic way of life. By this 
s I do not mean the old-time subsistence farm, con- 
™ tributing little except its excess population to the 
#- well-being of America. Such farms still exist in 
®- certain sub-marginal areas across the country but, 
= by and large, they are on their way out. The family 
& farm I mean is the one which is large enough, fertile 
® enough and well-financed enough to provide year- 
% around employment for the farm family and to fur- 
~ nish it with enough income so that it can take its 
rightful place in the whole economic community, 
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BUT I'VE WANDERED AFIELD from our country 
= Christmas. What makes it different—if it is differ- 
* ‘ent—from its celebration in city or town? Well— 

first of all, for most farm families it is not quite a 
= complete holiday. We are up early, as usual; and if 
= there are youngsters whose stockings are hung over 

the fireplace, perhaps a little earlier. As usual, we 

bundle up for the trip out into the cold, for there 
* are chores to be done. We even furnish a bit of 
Christmas celebration for our animals; an extra block 
of hay and handful of grain for the cattle, some 
carrots for the mares along with their oats, a bow 
of red ribbon for old Veronica, the cat, and one to 
tie on the collars of Mike and Tiger, the Irish setters. 
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AFTER BREAKFAST we light the big fire in the 
fireplace and enjoy an hour around the Christmas 
tree—a beautifully shaped red cedar from the back # 

yi" Of the farm. Then the men-folks, to be out from un- ¢ 


derfoot, will more likely than not bundle up again 3 
and head for the barn or the fields. There are new : 
calves to show the visitors, and an outstanding young 
bull; machinery which is a step ahead of last year; 
labor saving gadgets in the machine shed. Where we 
<i live in a country which hasn't been farmed clean 
of all wildlife cover, perhaps we'll take the dogs and 
guns and have a short round with the Bobwhites. 
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I THINK that in the kitchen lies the greatest # 
difference between the city and country Christmas. @ 
For breakfast the eggs came from the hen-house, milk 
and cream from old Betsy, honey from the beehives 
and sausage from last week's butchering. Only the 
flour for the biscuits is not native to the farm. For 
dinner, much the same thing is true, although per- 
haps the turkey came from a neighbor who makes a 
specialty of them, and the cranberry sauce from far- 
off New England, But for the rest, freezer and pantry 
*, shelves provide bountifully, Sweet and Irish potatoes, 

* string beans and cucumber pickles, beets and spinach 

‘ and corn pudding. And from the oven, the wonderful 
aroma of spiced pumpkin pie and mince pie baking 
side by side, both products of the farm wife's art.

This, the eleventh installment 
of a condensation from the book, 
“Jesus and His Times,” de- 
scribes Christ’s death on the 
cross. 


HE place to which Jesus 
T was lead to His death is 

called in the four Gospels 
the “skull” or “Calvary” and 
three of them (not Luke) trans- 
late this by the Aramaic word 
Golgotha. Calvarius in Latin 
means a bare hill like a skull. 

It may be supposed that, con- 
forming to the old Mosaic pre- 
cept that executions should be 
as public as possible, that all 


the people “shall hear and 
fear,” a hill near the gates of 
the city was chosen, high 


enough to expose the spectacle 
and not too high for the cross 
to be conveniently erected. In 
the old Arab toponymy of 
Jerusalem this quarter was 
called Ras, and the word is still 
used in Abyssinia to denote 
heights. 

The place which is today ven- 
erated as the spot where Jesus 
was crucified is te the north- 
west of Jerusalem, at the foot 
of the hill of Gareb. Tradition 
says that the Emperor Hadrian, 
who about the year 105 rebuilt 
Jerusalem on the ruins of the 
city destroyed by Titus, planted 
the site of Calvary with a grove 
of trees sacred to Venus. 

It is doubtful whether the 
exact place of the execution 
was remembered by the de- 
scendants of those who had car- 
ried it out. When, in the fourth 
century, Constantine and the 
Empress Helena built basilicas 
commemorating the sites both 
of Calvary and the Holy Sepul- 
cher they chose -the spot for 
Calvary which is still venerated 
today. 

Much later the Crusaders 
built the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre, commemorating 
both spots, a building in a 
composite Arab - Romanesque 
style, and still bearing on its 
facade the shields of the 
French chivalry. There is a con- 
siderable body of archaeologi- 
cal authority supporting the au- 
thenticity of this site. To the 
left of the Church, in a corner, 
is a slightly raised chapel, thick 
with the odor of burning can- 
dles, and this today is Calvary. 

The modern visitor to the 
Holy Places, with innumerable 
artistic representations of the 
hill of Golgotha in his mind, is 
somewhat disappointed by this 
bump of rock, with a low- 
vaulted roof, approached by a 
massive stairway with worn 
treads, beneath a battery of 
silver lamps, plated globes: and 
gilt-bronze grapes. Three al- 
tars, resplendent with precious 
marbles, extend along the wall 
at the end and a great golden 
retable,. glowing with a thous- 
and lights and surmounted by 
a colossal crucifix, marks the 
actual place where the Cross 
stood; Pilate’s contemptuous in- 

scription, “The King of the 
Jews,” is picked out in glitter- 
ing diamonds. 

Confronted with this discon- 
certing magnificence, it is dif- 
ficult to feel any real emotion; 


here, as almost everywhere else 
in this city so overcharged with 
historical memories, the ill-con- 
sidered extravagancies of Chris- 
tian piety make it difficult to 
recall Christ. 

Crucifixion was a Roman, not 
a Jewish, punishment. It is 
thought to have originated in 
the east and it was practiced by 
the Persians, the Carthaginians 
and the Phoenicians, though it 
was introduced into the Greco- 
Roman world at an early date. 
It was the usual punishment 
and nobody would be surprised 
that a man convicted of blas- 
phemy and sedition should suf- 
fer it. It would, however, be 
recognized as an intentionally 
degrading death. It was, in 
Rome, a death reserved for 
slaves, common thieves, provin- 
cials and aliens. It was not 
legal for a magistrate to crucify 
a Roman citizen. 

The agony of Jesus lasted 
from the sixth to the ninth 
hour. Beside Him the two rob- 
bers, who had been taken along 
at the same time, were also 
raised up and the three crosses 
stood in sinister file along the 
edge of the road. 

It was a busy road leading 
from Jaffa on the coast and, 
at this particular time, it would 
certainly be much frequented 
by pilgrims, so that we must 
visualize the last agonies of 
Jesus as taking place among a 
noisy throng of passers-by, 
idlers, gapers, travelers with 
dogs and other animals adding 
to the confusion, the whole 
rather like a fairground. A 
guard was stationed but only 
to see that nobody tried to re- 
move the condemned men, and 
not to procure a decent quiet 
for their dying agonies. 

a. « 

E to the presence of the crowd 

while Jesus was dying. He 
would have friends among 
them, His disciples and most 
notably the devoted women 
who, as we have seen through- 
out the Passion, were the most 
faithful and the least intimated. 
All these would be utterly cast 
down, stricken dumb in their 
grief. 

Then came the last words of 
the Messiah upon earth. Death 
had its way, in that terrible 
face-to-face encounter which 
we must all experience when 
our time comes. It was 3 
o'clock, the legal hour of sun- 
set, and in the Temple the 
opening ceremony of the Pass- 
over was about to commence. 
Three blasts, short, long, short 
from the sacred trumpets and 
the High Priest in a blue cape 
ascended the steps. The sound 
of a flute rose up before the 
altar of sacrifice. 

On Golgotha, three words 
came down from the cross: “It 
is finished,” and then a last 
prayer: “Father, into Thy 
hands I commend My spirit,” a 
loud cry, the final exhalation of 
the life that was completed, 
“and having said thus, He gave 
up the ghost.” 

It was completed. The meés- 
sage which Jesus had sought to 
give the world came at that 
moment to its consummation. 
Many times He had said that

the price of salvation was 
blood; now that price was paid. 

All that had for centuries 
uplifted the heart of Israel, all 
the prophecies, had passed out 
of the domain of prophecy and 
had become History. For the 
last cry of the victim was in 
itself an echo of the faith of 
the Psalmist. “Into Thy hand 
I commend My spirit: Thou has 
redeemed me, O Lord God of 
truth.” The son of David 
echoing the words of His an- 
cestor; everything was mysteri- 
ously bound together accord- 
ing to the divine plan; every- 
thing was completed. 
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HE body of Jesus removed 

from the cross, was prepared 

for the grave. The disciples 
must have made haste since 
the hour of the Sabbath was 
near. It is not correct to state, 
however, as is sometimes done, 
that the funeral rites were cur- 
tailed, for the law permitted 
the washing and embalming of 
the dead even on the Sabbath, 
according to the Talmud. 

So, even if the six blasts on 
the silver trumpet had already 
announced the holy day, the dis- 
ciples were at liberty to finish 
their pious work. We are told 
that Joseph of Armiathea had 
a new grave close by which had 
never been used. The grave 
would be of the type usual in 
Palestine, similar to that from 


‘which Lazarus arose. 


There would be two cham- 
bers hollowed out of the rock, 
the first a kind of vestibule 
with a door at the end opening 
into the tomb proper. This 
would be almost square, just 
about two yards each way, and 
against the wall was a kind of 
shelf for the reception of the 
corpse. 

The tomb was closed by a 
very heavy stone, something 
like a millstone, which rolled up 
to the sloping recess of the 
outer chamber where it was 
held by a wedge. 

If this were removed the 
stone would roll forward, block- 
ing the entrance to the tomb 
itself. 

The traditional site of the 
sepulcher itself is in the chancel 
of the basilica to which it has 


given its name. This impressive 


monument, first built by the 
Empress Helena, demolished 
several times and rebuilt again 
and again, is an imposing build- 
ing of hybrid style with some- 
thing barbarfe about it. 

A reddish light glows from 
the high vaulted roof: a circle 
of massive black columns, which 
acquire a bizarre iridescence 
from hundreds of lamps, sur- 
round a circular monument, 
flanked with lamps, chandeliers 
and enormous candles. 

Its surface is completely 
covered by icons, gilding and 
ex-voto tablets. It is raised up- 
on three basalt steps. 

The actual funeral chamber 
is now a chapel and only 
priests, duly vested in their 
sacerdotal robes, may enter. 
Thousands of candles burn 
around it and the heat and the 
smell are almost overpowering. 

The tomb was opened. Jesus 
was wrapped in the _ grave 
clothes, which consisted of at 
least two pieces. 

There was the winding sheet, 
the sindon, and a smaller piece 
of linen, the seudarion or grave 
cloth, a kind of handkerchief 
placed over the face. 

The devoted women who had 
followed Jesus from Galilee 
until the end assisted in the last 
rites. 

It has been presumed that 60 
pounds of perfumes were used 
for embalming but it is doubt- 
ful whether myrrh or aloes in 
fact had the requisite prop- 
erties.
